On those two days there 
will be equipment and technicians 
at the College Infirmary, and ev- 
ery girl will have a chance to have 
a thorough examination and check 
up on the condition of her health 
for the amazing low price of $1 
per student. 

This program was announced 

and explained in the Chapel Pro- 
gram on Tuesday by Dr. E. C. 
Harper, who is the director of the 
whole program of tuberculosis in 
Virginia and a member of the 
State Board of Health. Dr. Harper 
has done work in this very field 
for over twenty years and, he, with 
Dr. Scott, Resident Physician of 
the College, will read the X-Ray 
plates so that in addition to a 
clear picture, a correct interpre- 
tation will be placed on the pic- 
tures. 

This program, which is the first 
to be carried out in any school in 
the State of Virginia, is a wonder- 
ful opportunity for every girl in 
college. It is a chance to check up 
on her health and also to save a 
great deal of money by doing so.

To "Old Dipsy Doodle" 



Larry Clinton's musical career 
started off with a wrong note, a 
cut over his right eye and a gash 
under his chin. His grandfather 
struck a discordant tenth on the 
family pipe organ one day, and 
Larry— age 1V 2 tumbled out of a 
highchair and plunged headfirst 
through a picture frame. 

Larry told the story between 
bites of a roast-beef sandwich and 
sips of a scotch and soda back- 
stage at the Paramount Theatre 
in Newark, New Jersey where he 
was making an appearance during 
the recent holidays. Clinton call- 
ed it breakfast, lunch working in 
sometime about midnight. 

"Grand-dad kept an album", the 
bandleader whose ingenuous re- 
write of eight notes from Debussy 
turned into the year's top song, 
making just about ten times the 
money for the Debussy estate that 
the composer earned from his mu- 
sic during his entire lifetime, said, 
wrapped in a bathrobe, "and made 
the entry that day as my first 
signs of musicianship. I still carry 
the scars, here and there." Larry, 
who has been winning numerous 
collegiate polls as outstanding 
swing leader of the past year, 
showed this correspondent some 
faint white crevices over his eyes 
and under his chin. "Mother used 
to sing oratorio arias in between 
meals and grand-dad banged out 
stoccatos by Bach," he said. "I 
stored up lots of good music in my

I liked 
to find my way about!" 

So young Larry went about 
rummaging through music albums 
by himself and storing up classical 
tunes, until one bright day he 
found a thing called "Reverie" in 
the back of a collection by a 
French composer named Claude 
Debussy. He picked out the mel- 
ody on the keys with four fingers 
and a few days later went on to 
something else. So the Debussy 
piece got stored up in the back of 
his head like a sort of "lost chord." 
He was then twelve. "It didn't 
come back to me," said Larry, 
nodding to Bea Wain, his singer, 
who peeked in and asked to make 
a "qickie" call; "it didn't come 
back until one restless night last 
summer after a grueling session 
at the Glen Island Casino. "I was 
fooling around on the piano and 
the thing came to me in a flash — 
mind you, after more than fifteen 
years. I wrote lyrics and revised 
the music a bit and then we re- 
cieved permission to publish it. To 
date the estate of the late French 
composer has been enriched by 
more than $60,000. 

This business of swinging the 
classics isn't all peaches and 
cream," Larry told us.

Dr. Harper Continues 
Program Of 
Tuberculosis Talks 

Last Tuesday's chapel was a con- 
tinuation of the interesting and 
beneficial program on tuberculosis, 
started two weeks ago. 

Dr. Combs heartily recommend- 
ed Dr. E. C. Harper's campaign to 
take a chest X-ray of every Mary 
Washington student. This X-ray 
will determine whether there are 
any tuberculosis germs present in 
the lungs or whether there has 
ever been a tubercular infection. 

Dr. Harper stated that tubercu- 
losis is particularly prevalent 
among women between the ages of 
18 and 25. He said that in a stu- 
dent body as large as this, about 
% of 1% of the girls would prob- 
ably have tuberculosis in some 
form. If an infection is discovered 
in time, it can easily be controll- 
ed; but if, through ignorance, it is 
allowed to thrive, it can cause 
great permanent damage. 

Dr. Harper is able, because of 
a new paper film recently perfect- 
ed, to offer X-rays at the amaz- 
ingly low price of $1 each. X-ray 
technicians and equipment are ex- 
pected to arrive around February 
6. Students are urged to take ad- 
vantage of this offer.
